After a long effort 
he did secure a favorable report of 
each of them from the committee on

senators, 
caring 
more for the protection of cheap jew­ 
elry and knit goods than for 
the 
general interests of the farmers and 
manufacturers of the west, delay ed 
and defeated the ratification of these 
important treaties. These

Cullom. 
But he was not content that recip

PEA C E SIGNS AT GOTHAM 


M iners Believed to Have Concluded to 
M odify Their Demands. 
New York , April 5.—It is the gen­ 
eral belief of those who are closely 
watching the situation about the an­ 
thracite miners' headquarters in this 
city that t he miners have definitely de­ 
cided to modify 
their demands, and 
will present 
them to the operators 
probably today.
